Detroit, Sept. 29.—In its twen- 
tieth annual report the board of 
county road commissioners for 
Wayne shows some interesting 
facts. 

Wayne county has the distinction 
of being the pioneer in the corn- 
struction of concrete roads, which 
have followed so closely the devel- 
opment of the automobile, and 
which have played so important » 
part in its design. The first m’ 
of concrete road in the world ¥v 
designed and built by the Wa 
board on Woodward Avenue, 
tween the Six-Mile and Seven- 
Roads. Since the initial 
Wayne county has built 5,91 
square yards of concrete pave 
giving her a larger yardage < 
greater mileage of concrete 
than any other like area i: 
world. - 

The county has invested $35,- 
223,355 in its highways. When the 
fiscal year ended, August 31; 1926, 
the county had 494.98 miles of 
improved road, fifty-two modern 
bridges completed and four under 
construction; fourteen grade sepa-- 
rations have been completed, five 
are under construction and nego- 
tiations are under way for four 
more. 

In the report, the statement is 
made that, though the county has 
made the showing detailed, it has 


barely kept up with highway 
needs. Within the twelve months 
ended August 31, there were laid 


742,766 yards of concrete, totaling 
32.6 miles of new road, with 22.7 
miles of widened road. This was 
accomplished at a cost of $3,661,« 
383.35; revenues for the year were 
slightly over $5,000,000 from good 
roads taxes and auto taxes alone. 

Wayne county, up to August 31, 
1926, registered 463,054 automo- 
tive vehicles, divided follows: 
Passenger, 313,240; trucks, 144,- 
988; trailers, 3,808; motorcycles, 
1,018. Thirty-two entire’ states 
and the District of Columbia have 
lower registrations than Wayne 
county alone.

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Synthetic Weather 


ROF. ELLSWORTH HUNTINGTON of Yale recently 
called attention to the heavy toll of lives that 
is taken by our variable weather. “In two months of this 
year, from the middle of February to the middie of April,” 
said Prof. Huntington, “more than 75,000 lives, valued 
economically at more than $500,000,000, were lost in this 
country because of changes in weather conditions. This loss 
of life resulted from sharp fluctuations in temperature and 
moisture and not from unexpected disasters, such as the 
recent Florida catastrophe. 

“That is merely because we are still extraordi- 
narily stupid,” continued Prof. Huntington. “If 
100,000 cows should be killed by bad weather within 
a few days, or if 100,000 people should perish in an 
earthquake, almost everybody would be talking 
about it. But because the weather takes its toll 
quietly, we do not notice the great strain. Neverthe- 
less, the country is just that much poorer than if the 
weather had been normal. In reality our activities 
are interrupted as badly as if a half billion dollars 
were suddenly, ruthlessly and indiscriminately 
seized by the government for taxes.” 

At the present time weather control must take the form 
of air conditioning in public buildings, schools, industrial 
plants and other places where most of us spend by far the 
greater part of our waking time. It lies within our present 
power to decrease the death toll taken by our weather by

many questions are arising in Massachusetts with 

regard to the compulsory insurance law, which goes 
into effect there shortly, that the companies which write 
policies in the state have established a bureau to answer 
inquiries. W. C. Constable, an insurance expert from New 
York, is in charge of the bureau, and he recently made the 
statement: “There are two very important ideas that the 
bureau is trying to impress upon automobile owners. The 
first is that under the new law the automobile-owning public 
virtually has the power to make its own rates in the future.” 
The second idea is not so important at the moment. 

Mr. Constable means that by the showing made by motor 
vehicle operators during the first year of the new law’s oper- 
ation will be determined the rates given for the second year. 
The Automotive Daily News wants to call attention to the 
fact that this condition always has existed. Motor vehicle 
operators by their actions always have determined the rates 
they had to pay. We trust that under the compulsory law 
they will determine to force lower rates by increased caution 
and careful driving.
